I.iet'a Play 


Long ago it was realized that "all 
work and no play makes Jack a dull 
boy." Now it has been further dis¬ 
covered that it shortens his span of 
life. Life insurance agents have 
figures to show yon, if you will 
give them time, that the average 
longevity now it much greater than 
it was 100 years age. It is a fact 
that doctors, physical culturists, 
health experts and statisticians have 
been telling us for some time. 
And we are further told that the main 
reason is that, as a people, we are 
learning to play. 

Much has been said about the 
"killing jwce” of modern business 
and professional life, and the strain, 
tbe exhaustion and nerve-wracking 
that go with it. And yet we are liv¬ 
ing longer. It is a great accomplish¬ 
ment, and it is worth while to consi¬ 
der how it is done and try to do more 
along tbe same line. 

We have always known that tbe 
muscles, and in fact the whole body, 
required activity—regular exercise. 
We know that office workers who 
go for months without ever lifting 
a weight of more than 20 pounds, 
or walking more than a block or two 
a day get weak and flabby, and pro¬ 
bably sickly. We known that sit¬ 
ting in an armchair or lying in bed 
is a mighty poor way to train a fighter 
or a worker. Yet an astonishingly 
large proportion of business and 
professional men have gone for years 
without giving any more attention 
to their muscles than to their vocal 
cords. Some of them last a long 
time, like tbe gate with tbe creaky 
binges, but most of them live weak¬ 
ly and die comparatively early. 

Physical culturists have always 
urged exercise and have even prepar¬ 
ed paraphernalia for it Pat busi¬ 
ness men have been gathered into 
gymnasium classes for trotting, bag- 
punching and drilling of various 
kinds. A small proportion have fol¬ 
lowed instructions and have been 
benefited. But they don’t u.snally 
hold out long. They lack enthu¬ 
siasm. There is not much excite¬ 
ment, or even interest, in swinging 
dumb-bells, or bending over to touch 
tbe floor. Walking is not only a 
good but a rather attractive exercise, 
but those who need it most have 
automobiles—or use the street cars, 
Exercise we greatly enjoy is like 
food eaten with a very hearty ap¬ 
petite. Developing an enthusiasm 
is like lighting a lamp in a dark room. 
That is where play comes in, and 
learning to play again is one of tbe 
finest thing in our modern life. 
There used to be an idea that play 
should be put away with youth; 
that a serious man should never 
think of such frivolous things. But 
we baved learned better. The doc¬ 
tor or the Judge who has bad a 
snappy round of golf feels re-vital¬ 
ized- He is ready to go about bis 
regular work with more vigor, more 
sympathy and more interest. 

Play does more than tone and 
harden tbe muscles. It also tones 
the spirit and sweetens the mind. 

We get a spiritual as well as a physi¬ 
cal braefit. We get tbe benefit, too, 
of social contact, and we langb, 
shout aud jibe with our fellows in 
tbe game. All this is not only good 
the muscles, but for tbe heart, tbe 
lungs, liver, stomach and gall and 
all. It also assists in tbe function¬ 
ing of the various glands of the body 
those mysterious agent.s which have 
of late been found to play so large 
a part in nearly every phase of our 
life. It would take a committee of 
doctors, psychologists, physicists and 


philosophers a long time to figure out 
all tbe benefits of play, and why, 
but we know it is gc^ for both body 
and mind as water is good for a 
thirst. 

We have spoken only of the utili¬ 
tarian side of play, but the plea¬ 
sure, the enjoyment, that goes with 
it is not only beneficial but is a 
worthy end in itself. No matter 
bow serious; how busy, bow rich or 
how poor we may be, we are entitled 
to some pleasuies. Ou looking back 
over our lives, when the age of re¬ 
miniscence comes, those hours of 
play and pleasure stand out as bright 
spots in our past over which memory 
loves to linger. They go so far to 
help us feel that life is good after all, 
and well worth living. 

Speaking, not long since, to tbe 
Washington base-ball team. Presi¬ 
dent Coolidge declared that the na¬ 
tion owed to Professional sportsmen 
a debt of gratitude. Explaining this 
rather surprising statement, he said 
"They furnish us with amusement 
with an outside interest, oftentimes 
in the open air, that quickens the 
step, refreshes the mind, rejuvenates 
and restores us. We pitch with the 
pitchers, we go to bat with the 
batters, and make home runs with the 
hard hitters.” In other words, we 
even get benefits in a sort of vicari¬ 
ous way by looking on of a game 
It rubs the rust off our minds and 
spirits and drives the spleen out of 
our systems. 

We should especially like to see 
more preachers learn to play. Last 
year Rev. F. Lees, a London vicar, 
created some excitement by lectur¬ 
ing fellow-preachers on their over- 
serious appearance. " People avoid 
parsons in railroad cars,” he said, 

" because their uniform .seems a 
symbol of gloom.” He added the 
emphatic declaration that " a 
gloomy face- is not essential to holi¬ 
ness; religion should be associated 
with joy and laughter and sun¬ 
shine.” " We must gel away from 
tbe kill-joy idea of religion,” be as¬ 
serted. We all like preachers and 
look up to them, but it is true that 
the average man rather avoids com¬ 
panionship with them. Tbe aver¬ 
age man does not consider them 
quite "human” enough, as be would 
likely put it. But the churches are 
bast realizing tbe value and good in 
play, and many now have their 
tennis courts, their gymnasiums and 
even swimming pools. They are 
putting "joy, laughter and sun¬ 
shine” into the churches, and in 
time sunny play will chase out 
somber Gloom. A preacher or 
teacher who plays will not look nor 


happens. That is, if the volunteer 
does not get mixed on aceelerator 
and brake.

I>KAK AUTO DKIVRKH 


Dear Editor ;—Further com¬ 
ment relative to licensing deaf auto 
drivers may interest some readers, 
and for their information, it con¬ 
cerns tbe first National Conference 
on Street and Highway Safety 
Hon. Herbert Hoover, of the United 
States Interior Department, calied 
it recently in Washington, D. C. 
The main object was consideration 
of the automobile problem. 

In his address, be laid particular 
stress on incompetence, carelessness 
and recklessness. A few incidents 
were mentioned, especially one in 
which a wooden-legged driver mis¬ 
took accelerator for tbe brake. He 
iutimated traffic regulation should 
be continued as heretofore, and 
while outwardly no government 
control was intended, the stan¬ 
dardization might eventually pre¬ 
vail. Tbe Second Conference is to 
be called in December, the State 
Commissioners aud representatives 
of tbe varions American organiza¬ 
tions attending. 

Communication bad been trans¬ 
mitted reiterating the creditable 
ability of tbe deaf operators. They 
drive as street car motormen and 
taxicab chauffeurs do. Conversa¬ 
tion is tabooed. In most collisions, 
there were more than one person in 
a car, which is suggestive that auto¬ 
mobiles were floating chatter-boxes. 
Where vehicles are, so will be ac¬ 
cidents. They seem aa inseparable 
as Siamese twins, unless talking is 
eliminated. Incredible as it may be, 
the fact remains that while encbanc- 
ing personal safety, tbe bearing sense 
imperils the general public, and in 
tbe case of those who can not bear, 
it is tbe reverse. Traffic requires 
tbe undivided attention. It is con¬ 
centration which accounts for tbe 
I deaf auto drivers, not a few of them 
in tbe United States being remark- 
abiy least involved. 

Such efficiency w.is doubted. Tbe 
District of Columbia authorities in¬ 
vestigated, and were convinced 
otherwise. Since they lifted tbe 
ban, not a single accident directly 
attributable to deafness had occurred, 
despite of hundred thousand con¬ 
veyances moving within tbe ten-mile 
square area. It may be arrange 
when tbe National Asssoiation of 
tbe Deaf convenes in Washington, 

D. C., next year, to have a demon¬ 
stration. 

The feat of driving up and down 
tbe Capitol steps would create an 
extraordinary impression, provided

Personally I was 
strongly in fovor of the transfer, on 
the point that since some landlord was 
sore to rob us, why not a deaf land¬ 
lord; the more so as it wobid look 
peculiar when visitors asked why the 
largest fiat division did nut meet in 
the world’s finest and largest silent 
clubhouse. 

The chief argument against such a 
transfer were that removal from 
" the loop,” or center of the town, 
to a point seven miles south, would 
mean many fraters residing in tbe 
distant sections of tbe world’s fourth 
largest city would be unable to at¬ 
tend meetings. 

Personally, I would prefer to see 
tbe Sac members form a division of 
their own. They have the splendid 
spirit necessary to make it a success. 
Englewood Division, No. 103 , meet¬ 
ing in tbe Sac, and Chicago Division, 
No. I, downtown, could both grow 
and pro.sper.

ST. ANN’S CHURCH FOR DKAF MUTB8 

The winter entertainineut neaaoD 
was tiroUKht to a close with that at 
the Bronx Castle Hall, under the 
ansploes of the Building Fuud of 
St. Ann’s Church for Deaf-Mutes, 
on Saturday evening, February 
Slst, 19126, with an entertalnnient 
and dance. 

In order to enatde some who may 
not understand why this affair was 
held herewith is given a l»rief his 
tory of St. Ann’s Church for Deaf- 
Mutes fruui the pen of its Vicar, 
llev. John H. Kent : 

" St. Ann’s Church for Deaf- 
Mutes was founded in 1862 by the 
Rev Thomas Qallaudet, D D , to 
meet a real need in llie Hpirliual 
life of the deaf. Beuinuing us a 
small Bible Class in St. Stephen’s 
Chuich, this cilv., in 1860, it rapid¬ 
ly expanded into an oiganized 
parish and lieoaine tlie recognized 
center of the religious work among 
the deaf of llie whole country. For 
many years tlie Chiircli was located 
on 18lli Street, west of Fifth Ave¬ 
nue. In 1892 various circuinsiances 
led to the merger wiili St Matthew’s 
Church, tlie olil site dowu town was 
disposed of, and a new Iniilding 
erected on W>si 148ih Sleet. In 
1912 a Onilil House was added 
Since its founding, St Ann’s Cliiiich 
for Deaf Mules lias had three pas¬ 
tors. Tlie first was the Rev. I’ho 
mss Gillsudet, D D , 1862—1902 
He was sneoi-eded liy R v. Dr Joltn 
Chanilierlain, D D , tils co-worker 
who serveil the c lUwe of the deaf for 
49 veals, from 1872 to 1921. Tim 
present Vicar is tlie Rev. Jolin H. 
Kent 

“ Tlieie is nrgeni need of a large 
building and m ire -iiitable • quip 
ment, if St Ann’s Clinreh is mi 
carry out the avowed purpose of 
its foiindei, Hie m< nlal, ni iral and 
spiritual advancetneni of the deaf 
Wliile Hie religious work Is well 
provliled for, the social work which 
occupies a very l irue and neoesHary 
part of church work among Hie 
deaf, lacks proper space and eqniji 
ment. The members of St Ann’s 
Cliurch for the Deaf are working to 
attain their desired object. Tlieir 
effort should meet with a generous 
and ready response from the Chris 
tian people of New York.”

A Victorian Rebuke 


Ab a little boy King George was 
ranch afraid of hie grandraother, 
Queens Victoria. An araiising story 
of 'those days, says an anonyraons 
writer in Good Ilonsekeeping, 
came to my mind when 1 heard 
that a gold sovereign had recently 
been fond at the foot of the high 
grass bank near the sonthern 
bonndary wall of the palace garden. 

The date of the sovereign shows 
that it was undoubtedly one that 
King George’s grandmother had 
presented to him when he was a 
boy of five. At that time the 
court was at Buckingham Palace. 
Oae afternoon a nursery footman 
took King George over to see 
Queen Victoria. After tea and a 
chat she gave her grandson a new 
sovereign and bade him go into 
the garden and play there for half 
an hour, and then come back and 
say good-by to her. 

Now, the sport that the prince 
most enjoyed whenever he visited 
the gardens at Buckingham Pal¬ 
ace was rolling down the green 
banks. But since that kind of 
sport was exceedingly damaging to 
his clothes he had been forbidden 
to indulge himself in it. Now the 
temptation to have another good 
roll was too much for the prince; 
so as soon as he reached the gar¬ 
dens he went straight to the bank 
sod kept running up it and rolling 
down it for half an hour. Then he 
went back to the palace and, after 
broshing himself carefully, went to 
bid his grandmother good-by. 

On reaching Marlborough House 
a short time later, he discovered 
that he had lost the sovereign; but 
he knew that, if he told anyone of 
his loss, he should have to tell how 
he had been amusing himself. He 
decided to say nothing about it.

How deep an impression Queen 
Victoria had made on her grandson 
may be judged from the fact that 
years later, when the sovereign was 
found, His Majesty admitted to a 
member of bis household that he 
should long since have forgotten all 
about it, except for the terrible few 
minutes he bad spent with bis 
grandmother. 


rt Kiders 


In all the world there is no other 
sport that gives quite the same sen¬ 
sation of untrammelled freedom, 
as surf riding. This is a sport at 
which the Hawaiians were adepts 
long before the white man came, 
but it bad almost died out a few 
years ago. Them it was revived, 
and today it is indulged in at 
Waikiki Beach, not by Hawaiians 
only, but by luwlei (whites) as well. 

Hiding a surf board looks easy—■ 
but try it for yourself and you’ll 
quickly learn that it isn’t as easy as 
it looks, until you have mastered 
the knack. One most catch the on- 
rnsbing wave at just the right in¬ 
stant, keep tbejnarrow snrf board 
pointed in the right direction, and 
with the right slant, and paddle 
bard to get a start before the waves 
catches op with one. If it is done 
just tight, the snrf board, with its 
rider, is caught op on the crest of the 
wave and carried along at breath¬ 
taking speed until the waves dies 
away as it reaches the sandy shore. 
But if the rider doesn’t know the 
trick of the game, if be fails to get 
the right start, the waves crashes 
down On him, bis board books like 
a wild bronco, and he finds himself 
flung ignominioosly into the surf, 
while bis board gives him a patting 
kick and floats away without him. 

Success in surf-board riding de¬ 
pends upon getting the rigb start. 
In that respect it’s a good deal like 
life. Once the wave has passed, 
the chance of success, for that time, 
has gone. But, as in other activi¬ 
ties of life, failure to catch one wave 
need not spell failure ultimately to 
succeed. There will be other 
waves, and one can try again. In 
the end persistence will turn the 
trick kbd one will find himself 
standing erect, the spray whipping 
bis face, the wind rushing through 
bis hair, and speeding with wild ex- 
biliaration toward his goal.— Ilono- 
lidu Honiron.
